The Bible is the best seller in 
the world. Yet it is a sad fact 
that the Bible is comparatively an 
unknown book. Though the Bible 
gives detailed instruction about 
how to live happy lives, with the 
power and presence of Christ up- 
on us, most church members fail 
to follow God’s plan for happiness 
and success. 

The Bible gives a very clear 
teaching that women should not 
cut their hair. It is no credit to 
the preachers and Sunday schools 
of the country that this teaching 
is totally disregarded by most 
women and really unknown to a 
great majority of Christians. 


In First Corinthians 11:3-16 the 
Bible gives plain instructions con- 
cerning a woman’s hair and tells 
why it should not be bobbed. 


“But I would have you know, 
that the head of every man 
is Christ; and the head of the 
woman is the man; and the 
head of Christ is God. 4. Ev- 
ery man praying or prophe- 
sying having his head covered, 
dishonoreth his head. 5. But 
every woman that prayeth or 
prophesieth with her head un- 
covered dishonoreth her head: 
for that is even all one as if 
she were shaven. 6. For if the 
woman be not covered, let her 
also be shorn; but if it be a 
shame for a woman to be 
shorn or shaven, let her be 
covered. 7. For a man indeed 
ought not to cover his head, 
forasmuch as he is the image 
and glory of God; but the 
woman is the glory of the 
man, 8. For the man is not 
of the woman; but the woman 
of the man. 9. Neither was the 
man created for the woman; 
but the woman for the man. 
10. For this cause ought the

woman to have power on her 
head because of the angels. 11. 
nevertheless, neither is. the 
man without the woman, 
neither the woman without the 
man, in the Lord. 12. For as 
the woman is of the man, even 
so is the man also by the 
woman; but all things of God. 
13. Judge in yourself: is it 
comely that a woman pray un- 
to God uncovered? 14. Doth 
not even nature itself teach 
you, that, if a man have long 
hair, it is a shame unto him? 
15. But if a woman have long 
hair, it is a glory to her: for 
her hair is given her for a 
covering. 16. But if any man 
seem to be contentious, we 
have no such custom, neither 
the churches of God” (1 Cor. 
11:3-16). 


A Divinely Created Difference In 
Man and Woman 


We should not count it surpris- 
ing that the Lord should give in- 
structions that man’s hair should 
be short and that woman’s should 
be long. God made man and wom- 
an with entirely different bodies. 
Man is larger, the stronger, more 
muscular. Woman is “the weaker

Do not 
be afraid of the wicked who may 
accuse you of being a “political 
preacher.’’ Preachers and prophets 
of the Bible preached against 
liquor. The Bible is against booze 
and honest preachers ought to 
preach it all. 


1. Liquor and Its Agents Are De- 

ceitful 
“Wine is a mocker, strong drink 
is raging; and whosoever is de- 
ceived thereby is not wise” (Prov. 

20:1). 

2. Drunkenness Leads to Poverty 
and Rags 

“Be not among  winebibbers; 
among riotous eaters of flesh; for 
the drunkard and the glutton shall

NEW CREATURES IN CHRIST

May we turn today to Second 
Corinthians, chapter five, verse 
seventeen. 


“Therefore if any man be in 
Christ, he is a new creature 
(or a new creation) old things 
are passed away; behold, 
all things have become new.” 


“Therefore,” that sends us back 
to what precedes this verse, and 
as we look back for a moment, we 
see that that ‘therefore’ links us 
with the glorious fact that the 
Lord Jesus Christ died for all, paid 
the debt to set us free, and won the 
fight and gave us the victory and 
has taken his seat at the right 
hand of the Majesty on high. And 
henceforth we don’t know Christ 
after the flesh, as if He were 
among men in the state of humili- 
ation, but He is yonder beyond the 
rage and roar of all His adver- 
saries, and He is there crowned 
with all the plaudits of victory. 
Therefore because the Lord Jesus 
Christ died and rose again and 
was raised from the dead, therefore 
this follows as a logical sequence: 
“If any man be in Christ, he is 
a new creature: old things are 
passed away; behold, all things are 
become new.” Will you notice, 
please, the position? “In Christ.” 
That is a wonderfully fragrant 
phrase. It is a phrase that is 
fragrant with the fullness of the 
grace of God. It is a phrase that 
lifts and links us to Christ in resur- 
rection, you know. It isn’t a phrase 
that you find in the gospels. This 
speaks to us of a relationship es- 
tablished on the finished work of 
Christ. “If any man be in Christ” 
— by nature were in the old Adam. 

Some friends seem to think a lot 
more of the old Adam than the 
Bible thinks about him. Yes, there 


are men nowadays paying tribute 
to Adam for “‘the wonderful loyalty 
and magnanimity with his eyes 
open stooping down beside his poor 
fallen wife.” “See, he is wonderful,”’ 
they say. I have nothing to thank 
him for! All I know is that sin 
entered by one man and death 
through sin and so death passed 
upon all men, for that all have 
sinned. That is enough for me. By 
nature, all of us are in the old 
Adam, but in Christ, oh, what 
changes in our lives there are if 
we are in Christ today! It tells 
us that we are accepted in the 
Beloved. We are deriving from 
Him and drawing from Him a new" 
life. We are in Christ Jesus. 


That of course implies choice on 
our part. There must have been a 
time when we received Him as 
our Saviour. We didn’t drift into 
this experience. It didn’t come to 
us in our sleep, but “as many as 
received him, to them gave he 
power to become the sons of God, 
even to them that believe on his 
name.” And so if you receive 
Christ, you are in Him, joined to 
Christ in that mystic union that 
nothing can ever dissolve, united 
by ties that none and naught can 
sever. Then you are a new crea- 
ture. That is the product of it. 

You know, the Christian gospel 
is the most radical thing in the 
world. There isn’t anything that 
gets down to the roots like the 
gospel of the grace of God. This 
isn’t trying to wgsh off the muck 
and mire from the old nature and 
make us presentable, it is something 
revolutionary, it is a new crea- 
tion; it is something entirely new. 
You can’t get the fruit of the Holy 
Spirit to grow in the stump of the 
old Adam. 

I once heard a story of an old 
woman in the long ago days when 
ladies used to wear muffs. Muffs 
were wonderful things for keeping 
the hands warm in cold, wintry 
days. They were a sort of a hold- 


all. My mother used to bring some 


marvelous things out of that muff 
of hers. She seemed to have every- 
thing I wanted or needed in that 
muff. This old lady had had hers 
for a long time and the fur was 
worn off. She saw an advertise- 
ment of a hair restorer that was 
guaranteed to grow hair, so she 
drenched her old muff with hair 
restorer. She thought to see hair 
grow on it! That old woman was 
no bigger fool than you are today 
if you think you can get the fruit 
of the new life on the old nature. 
You can’t have it. There must be 
a new creation, something radically 
real and blessed. It is God; it is 
no patchwork. 


“Which were born, not of blood, 
nor of the will of the flesh, nor 
of the will of man, but of God’ 
(John 1:13). That is a wonder- 
ful statement in John’s first chap- 
ter. Notice, will you, just briefly: 
Heredity is hopeless, it is not of 
blood. Some folk are very proud 
of their blue blood. But the only 
blue blood some people ever had 
was when they had a black eye! 
You may talk about aristocracy, 
but it is not of blood. Reformatiow 
is ruled out, for it is not of the 
will of the flesh. Resolution is re- 
pudiated, it is not of the will of man. 
We see these three great nega- 
tives like a massive wall ruling out 
everything man, may, do and bring- 
ing him face to face with the glori- 
ous fact “but of God.” A Christian 
is a product of a miraculous in- 
terposition of God. “Ye must be 
born again,” was uttered to a man 
who was a professor of religion, 
a leader of light and learning. Yet 
he had to learn the lesson that all 
have to learn, “Except a man be 
born from above, he cannot see the 
kingdom of God.” Yes, it is a 
marvelous thing, a new creating. 
It is not coming in and burnishing 
and brightening up that old life. 
No, no! If any man be in Christ 
he is a new creation. So then “it 


is not of him that willeth nor of

of eyes? They that tarry long at 
the wine; they that go to seek 
mixed wine” (Prov. 23:29, 30). 


4. Wine at First Pleasing, m the 
End is a Poison as a Rattle 
Snake! 

“Look not thou upon the wine 
when it is red, when it giveth his 
color in the cup, when*it moveth 
itself aright. At the last it biteth 
like a serpent, and stingeth like 
an adder” (Prov. 23:31, 32). 

5. Liquor Inflames Lust, Deadens 
Judgment, and Enslaves the 
Will 

“Thine eyes shall behold strange 
women, and thine heart shall utter 
perverse things. Yea, thou shalt 
be as he that lieth down in the 
midst of the sea, or as he that 
lieth upon the top of a mast. They 
have stricken me, shalt thou say, 
and I was not sick; they have 
beaten me, and I felt it not: when 
shall I again awake? I will seek 
it yet again” (Prov. 23:33-35). 

6. The Drunkard Is Dangerous to 
Himself as Well as to Others 

“As a thorn goeth up into the 
hand of a drunkard, so is a parable 
in the mouth of fools’ (Prov. 26: 
9). 

7. Liquor Corrupts Courts and 
Governments, Bringing Nation- 
al Destruction 

“It is not for kings, O Lemuel, 
it is not for kings to drink wine; 
nor for princes strong. drink; Lest 
they drink, and forget the law, and 
pervert the judgment of any of the 
afflicted” (Prov. 31:4, 5). 

“Woe unto them that are mighty 
to drink wine, and men of strength 
to mingle strong drink: Which 
justify the wicked for reward, and 
take away the righteousness of the 
righteous from him! Therefore as 
the fire devoureth the stubble, and 
the flame consumeth the chaff, so 
their root shall be as rottenness, 
and their blossom shall go up as 
dust: because they have cast away 
the law of the Lord of hosts, and 
despised the word of the Holy One 
of Israel’ (Isa. 5:22-24). 


8. Liquor Makes Men Forget God 

“Woe unto them that rise up 
early in the morning, that they 
may follow strong drink; that con- 
tinue until night, till wine inflame. 
them! And the harp, and the viol, 
the tabret, and pipe and wine, are 
in their feasts: but they regard 
not the work of the Lord, neither 
consider the operation of his 
hands” (Isa. 5:11, 12). 


9. The Curse of God is on the 

Drunkard 
“Woe to the crown of pride, to 
the drunkards of Ephraim, whose 
glorious beauty is a fading flower, 
which are on the head of the fat 
valleys of them that are overcome 
with wine! Behold, the Lord hath 

a mighty and strong one, which 

as a tempest of hail and a de- 

stroying storm, as a flood of 
mighty waters overflowing, shall 
cast down to the hand. The crown 
of pride, the drunkards of Ephraim, 
shall be trodden under feet” (Isa. 

28 :1-3). 

10. The Curse of God is on Every 
Man, Every Business, Every 
Government That Gives or 
Selis Booze 

“Woe unto him that giveth his 
neighbor drink, that puttest thy 
bottle to him, and makest him

vessel” (I Pet. 3:7) with softer 
bodies, smaller hands and feet, and 
with a body particularly prepared 
for bearing and nursing children. 
To say that man and woman are 
equal does not make them equal 
in bod 


The difference is just as strik- 
ing in nature and personality. It 
is no more credit to a woman to 
be “masculine” in her personality 
than for her to grow a beard. 

This fundamental difference be- 
tween man and woman is not out- 
ward, nor superficial, nor the re- 
sult of environment, and training 
through centuries has failed to 
alter it. God made man in His 
own image but woman is the image 
and glory of the man. God made 
man to be the head, and woman 
to be the help mate. Men and 
women are different. They should 
not try to be alike. They should 
not dress alike nor wear their hair 
alike. Man should wear short hair 
and woman should wear long hair 
based on this age-old difference 
between man and woman that nev- 
er changed with the passing cus- 
toms of men. So says the Word of 
God 


ees Is the Head of the Woman 


First Corinthians 11:3 gives the 
basis for the doctrine that a wom- 
an should have long hair. 

“But I would have you know, 
that the head of every man is 
Christ; and the head of the wom- 
an is the man; and the head of 
Christ is God,” 

Here are some unchanging reali- 
ties. Every man is subject to 
Christ, Christ is subject to God, 
the woman should be subject to 
man. The descending scale of au- 
thority is God, then Christ, then 
man, then woman. 

In Genesis 3:16, after sin had 
put Adam and Eve outside the Gar- 
den of Eden, the Lord said to Eve, 
“Thy desire shall be to thy hus- 
band, and he shall rule over thee.” 
That is the rule for all mankind 
after the fall. The same teaching 
is given many times in the New 
Testament. In Titus 2:5 women 
are commanded “to be discreet, 
chaste, keepers at home, good, 
obedient to their own husbands.” 
In Ephesians 5:22-23 we have the 
commands, “Wives, submit. your- 
selves unto your own husbands, as 
unto the Lord” (verse 22), and 
“Therefore as the church is sub- 
ject unto Christ, so let the wives 
be to their own. husbands in ev- 
erything”’ (verse 24). We are also 
told that the husband is the head 
of the wife like Christ is head of 
the church (verse 23), that hus- 
bands ought to love their wives 
like Christ loved the church (verse 
25), and commanded, “the wife see 
that she reverence her husband” 
(verse 33). I Peter 3:1 commands, 
“Likewise, ye wives, be in sub- 
jection to your own husbands; that, 
if any obey not the word they also 
may without the word be won by 
the conversation of the wives.” 
Wives are to obey and be subject 
even to unsaved husbands, who will 
not obey the Word of God. In First 
Peter 3:5 and 6, women are urged 
to be in subjection to their hus- 
bands ‘‘Even as Sara obeyed Abra- 
ham, calling him lord.” 

The teaching throughout the Bi- 
ble is that the wife should be sub- 
ject to her husband and that the 
man should be the head of the wife. 

And notice particularly that in 
First Corinthians 11:3 above, the 
Lord speaks not only to husbands 
and wives but to man and woman, 
whether married or not. The un- 
married woman is to be subject to 
her father as the married woman 
is to be subject to her husband. 


This Relation of Man and Woman 
Is True In Religion 


The women at Corinth who 
needed Paul’s instruction against 
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bobbed hair evidently felt that now, 
since they were saved, the same ds 
their husbands were, they should 
be equal with their husbands, not 
subject to them, and therefore that 
they had a right to bob their hair. 
A number of times in the Bible 
warning is given that salvation 
does not change human relation- 
Ships. The converted husband or 
wife is commanded not to leave 
the unsaved companion. The con- 
verted slave is still to be subject 
to his master, the converted child 
to his parents. The converted 
citizen is still to obey kings and 
authorities. Even so, in religion a 
woman is still to be subject to her 
husband, a daughter to her father. 


In Numbers, chapter 30, we are 
plainly told that when a man vows 
a vow to God he is held account- 
able to God and should not break 
his oath. But if a woman vow a 
vow to God it is subject to the ap- 
proval of her husband or her fa- 
ther. If a husband or father dis- 
allows the vow and does not wish 
it to stand, the wife is released. If 
the husband or father consents to 
it, then the woman is bound. 


Joshua then could say, “As for 
me and my house, we will serve the 
Lord” (Joshua 24:15), because he 
was responsible for the religion of 
his household. God told Abraham 
his plans because God said, “I know 
him, that he will command his 
children, and his household after 
him, and they shall keep the way 
of the Lord” (Gen. 18:19). In re- 
ligion, Abraham was responsible 
for his family. Something of this 
was intimated when Paul told the 
jailor, “‘Believe on the Lord Je- 
sus Christ, and thou shalt be saved, 
AND THY HOUSE!” There is only 
one plan of salvation and that is 
individual faith in Christ, but the 
jailor would be held accountable 
for seeing that his house was led 
to trust in Christ. 


Why Not Women Preachers? 
This plan of God, that women 


should be subject to men, even in 
religion, is the reason why woman 
if she pleases God must take a sec- 
ondary place in the church and in 
religious services. In First Cor- 
inthians 14:34 and 35, Paul gave 
the plain command inspired of 
God: 


“Let your women keep sil- 
ence in the churches: for it is 
not permitted unto them to 
speak; but they are command- 
ed to be under obedience, as 
also saith the law. 35. And if 
they will learn any thing, let 
them ask their husbands at 
home: for it is a shame for 
women to speak in the church.”’ 


Evidently in the church at 
Corinth women had taken too 
prominent a part in the church 
services. It is not surprising then 
that they had the folly and confu- 
sion of a modern tongues movement 
which needed to be rebuked. Wom- 
an leadership in the churches and 
bobbed hair go together, both of 
them defying the plain command of 
God that woman should take a sec- 
ondary place in the _ churches. 
Wherever women have been al- 
lowed to violate this plain com- 
mand of God it has resulted in evil. 
Note particularly the cases of Mrs. 
White with the Seventh Day Ad- 
ventists, Mary Baker Eddy, the 
founder of that unchristian false 
religion, Christian Science, and 
note the extremes of Four Square, 
Pentecostal, and Holiness people 
with their large percentage of 
women preachers and speakers in 
tongues. Remember that women 
founded the spiritualist movement, 
which has, usually, women mediums 
and fakirs. 


You may have many arguments 
that seem good as to why women 
should be pastors of churches, 
should conduct services and teach 
both men and women, and those 
arguments may seem very strong. 
But one indisputable fact remains 
that they violate the command of 
the Bible and that they go con- 
trary to the example of New Tes- 
tament churches. There were no 
women apostles, no women pastors, 
no women evangelists, and the 
women who prophesied did not 
take charge of public services nor 
preach nor teach the Bible, in New 
Testament churches. There are 
many good things women can do, 
winning souls, teaching their chil- 
dren, visiting the sick, caring for 
the poor, etc., without taking the 
place plainly forbidden them in the 
Word of God. 

In First Timothy 2:8-15 is an- 
other very clear passage on this 
matter which shows why a woman 
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must be under authority even in re- 
ligion : 

“I will therefore that men 
pray everywhere lifting up 
holy hands, without wrath and 
doubting. 9. In like manner 
also, that women adorn them- 
selves in modest apparel, with - 
shamefacedness and sobriety; 
not with braided hair, or gold, 
or pearls, or costly array; 10. 
But (which becometh women 
professing godliness) with 
good works. 11. Let the wom- 
an learn in silence with all 
subjection. 12. But I suffer 
not a woman to teach, nor to 
usurp authority over the man, 
but to be in silence. 13. For 
Adam was first formed, then 
Eve. 14. And Adam was not 
deceived, but the woman be- 
ing deceived was in the trans- 
gression. 15. Notwithstanding 
She shall be saved in child- 
bearing, if they continue in 
faith and charity and holiness 
with sobriety.” 


Whatever a woman may do in 
public services, certainly, accord- 
ing to verses 11 and 12, she must 
learn in silence with subjection in- 
stead of teaching the church, and 
she must not usurp authority over 
the man. I do not know here that 
“in silence” means silence in the 
sense that she is never to sing nor 
testify. I am willing to take it at 
face value and if it must involve 
that then still it is the Word of 
God and we have no complaint. 
However, from other passages it 
seems that in New Testament 
times the silence that women were 
to observe in the churches did not 
prevent them from participating 
in the services. But it is absolutely 
certain from this passage in First 
Timothy 2:11 and 12 that a woman 
must be in silence as far as au- 
thority is concerned. She can never 
speak with authority as a Bible 
teacher nor pastor. She has no 
right to take authority ove (a 
church nor over men. You may 
believe that that is wrong in prin- 
ciple and that such a requirement 
is unfair to women, etc. But I re- 
mind you that if it be a mistake, 
the mistake is God’s not mine. No 
one can misunderstand the plain 
content of these verses, that a 
woman is not to speak with au- 
thority in the church, not to have 
authority over a chureh nor, over 
men, according to the Bible stand- 
ard. If that clashes with custom 
or modern thought, or if women 
have seemingly been blessed of God 
when they violated this command, 
that does not change the fact. The 
command of God is plain. If this 
be the Word of God then there is 
only one position for children of 
God to take in regard to it. 


Woman's Relation to Man Typified 
By Dress, Adornment, and Hair 


The distinction existing between 
man and woman and extending 
even to religion should be remem- 
bered and marked by both men 
and women. The Scripture com- 
mands that “the woman shall not 
wear that which pertaineth unto a 
man, neither shall a man put on a 
woman’s garment: for all that do 
so are an abomination unto the 
Lord thy God”’ (Deut. 22:5). We 
need not be surprised then to find 
that several times in the New Tes- 
tament the Bible discusses togeth- 
er woman’s prayer life, her duty to 
her husband, and her adornment. 
A woman's dress and ornamenta- 
tion should picture her position as 
an obedient wife or daughter and 
this greatly affects her praying. I 
call your attention to three cases. 
In First Timothy 2:8-15 this is 
clearly shown. Verses 8 and 9 say: 


“T will therefore that men 
pray everywhere, lifting up 
holy hands, without wrath and 
doubting. 9. In like manner 
also, that women adorn them- 
selves in modest apparel, with 
shamefacedness and sobriety; 
not with braided hair, or gold, 
or pearls, or costly array.” 


Men are to pray and women are 
to pray likewise adorned in modest 
apparel, not with costly array, and 
the hair is particularly mentioned! 
Then verses 11 and 12 proceed to 
say that the woman must be in 
subjection and that it has been so 
Since the Garden of Eden. You 
see that is a clear connection be- 
tween woman’s prayers, her dress 
and hair, and her subjection to 
man. The woman who prays as 
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she should, must be in subjection 
to her husband or father, and dress 
properly, the Scripture teaches. 


That connection is shown again 
in First Peter 3:1-7. Verse_1 says 
that wives are to be in subjection 
to their own husbands. Verse 3 
Says, “whose adorning let it not be 
that outward adorning of plaiting 
the hair, and of wearing of gold, 
or of putting on of apparel,” and 
verses 5 and 6 say that wives 
should be like Sara, subject to their 
husbands, and verse 7 says that 
women are to observe all this, as 
husbands are to observe their 
duties, “THAT YOUR PRAYERS 
BE NOT HINHERED.” The Bi- 
ble clearly connects a woman’s 
submission to her husband, the way 


she dresses and does her hair, and | 


her prayer life. If women want 
their prayers unhindered, let them 
obey their husbands and follow the 
Bible plan in their dress and hair. 


Again in First Corinthians 11: 
3-16 we find this same connection. 
In this passage on why women 
should have long hair, the Lord 
bases it on the teaching that ‘‘the 
head of the woman is the man” 
(verse 2). “For a man indeed 
ought not to cover his head, for- 
asmuch as he is the image and 
glory of God” (verse 7). And now 
notice that in this discussion about 
the hair, prayer is.mentioned three 
times: in verse 4, 5, and 13. What 
God has joined together, let not 
man put asunder, and God joins 
together the obedience of a wife 
to her husband, long hair for a 
woman, and the answer to her 
prayers. Women, if you want God 
to answer your prayers, if you 
want to pray acceptably to God, 
then be subject to your husband 
and wear long hair as a symbol of 
this attitude of heart, which God 
commands. 


Long Hair For a Covering 


When a man prays to God he 
should not have his head covered. 
Men take off their hats when they 
pray. A man instinctively feels 
that it is irreverent to wear a hat 
in a religious service, even on the 
streets. The man is the head of 
his home, a high priest of his fam- 
ily, and has direct access to Christ. 
He should not wear any covering 
over his head when he comes to 
pray, for that would indicate that 
he had some human authority be- 
tween him and God. If our Catholic 


neighbors were right in giving 
priests power to forgive sins, to 
interpret the Bible for us, etc., then 
men might pray with covered 
heads, symbolizing that they were 
subject in religion to other men. 
But that is not true. So when a 
man prays he should not wear his 
hat. And since long hair is given 
as a covering, a man should have 
short hair. 

With a woman it is different. 
She has the same Saviour, the 
same God, but a woman’s first 
Christian duty is to be a good wife 
or a good daughter, as the case 
may be. A disobedient, rebellious 
child is not a good Christian. A 
lawless citizen is not a good Chris- 
tian. A slothful and disobedient 
servant is not a good Christian. So 
a wife who rebels against her hus- 
band’s authority is not a good 
Christian. When a woman, there- 
fore, comes to pray she should 
come with a covering on her head 
as a symbol of her obedience to 
the authority that God put over 
her. 

Now read verses 5 and 15 to- 
gether: 

“But every woman that 
prayeth or prophesieth with 
her head uncovered dishonor- 
eth her head: for that is even 
all one as if she were shaven” 
(verse 5). 

“But if a woman have long 
hair, it is a glory to her: for 
her hair is given her for a 
covering” (verse 15). 

The covering mentioned here 
is not a hat. I suppose that if a 
woman had all her hair come out, 
then she ought to wear an artificial 
covering. But God has already pro- 
vided a covering for a woman’s 
head and that is her long hair. 
Long hair is a covering that God 
wants a woman to have on her 
head. And that long hair, says the 
Scripture, “is a glory to her.” It 
is the glory of a good woman not 
to seek authority, not to boss her 
husband, not to rule the church, 
but to be in subjection, as the 
Scripture has commanded. A 
woman’s glory is in being feminine, 
not being masculine; in being 
meek and not arrogant, in having 
long hair and not bobbed hair. This 
is the clear teaching of the Word 
of God. 

A man may wish his wife to be 
in style, or not to look odd. But 
men instinctively revere a woman

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with long hair. If women but knew 
it, they may bind their husband’s 
love to them with long hair and 
a meek spirit far better than they 
can with all the cosmetics from 
the corner drug store, or the false 
adornment of the beauty parlor. 
There is a glory about long hair. 
There is a feminine dignity about 
long hair. There is attraction and 
feminine personality and sex ap- 
peal, even, in long hair. 

Happy is the woman who takes 
god’s place for her and delights in 
His will. She will be blessed and 
will have a glory denied her re- 
bellious style-worshipping, modern 
sister. Her prayer will be heard. 

The Scripture plainly says that 
a woman should have “long hair.” 
Women may protest that their 
bobbed hair is sufficient to cover 
their heads, but the covering which 
the Lord mentions is long hair. 
“But if a woman have LONG hair, 
it is a glory to her: for her hair 
is given her for a covering.” The 
word translated here for “cover- 
ing’ is oftentimes translated “veil.” 
Long hair is not merely a cov- 
ering for the head, but symbolizes 
the same modesty pictured among 
oriental women by the veil. The 
long hair mentioned here is hair 
not shorn (cut with shears) or 
shaven. First Corinthians 11:6 
says, “For if the woman be. not 
covered (with long hair is meant) 
let her also be shorn: but if it be a 
shame for a woman to be shorn or 
shaven, let her be covered.’”’ Bobbed 
hair does not fill the Bible require- 
ment for long hair. 


Angels Look On When a Woman 
Prays 

First Corinthians 11:10 is a re- 
markable verse: “For this cause 
ought the woman to have power 
on her head, because of the an- 
gels.” The word “power” in this 
verse might have been translated 
“authority.” Actually the verse 
means that a woman ought to have 
a symbol of authority on her head. 
Long hair is a covering, is a 
symbol that the woman is subject 
to the authority of her husband or 
father. 


But why “because of the an- 
gels”? 
Here is a lovely teaching of 


God’s Word. All about us are the 
unseen angels of God. The Scrip- 
ture says, “The angel of the Lord 
encampeth round about them that 
fear him, and delivereth him” 
(Psa. 34:7). When Elisha was at 
Dothan and was surrounded by the 
army of the Syrian king (II Kings 
6:14-17), the young man with him 
was frightened, but Elisha prayed, 
“Lord, I pray thee, open his eyes,” 
and with his eyes. spiritually 
opened he beheld chariots of fire 
surrounding them all about. The 
angel of God kept vigil and stood 
guard around this prophet! 

Jesus said concerning little chil- 
dren, “That in heaven their angels 
do always behold the face of my 
father which is in heaven” (Matt. 
18:10). 

All about us then are the angels 
of God. I have no doubt that if 
we had more faith, if we waited 
more often in prayer, if we had 
such spiritual sight as saints of 
old had, we should often see angels 
as did Jacob or Joshua or Gideon 
or the mother and father of Sam- 
son or Abraham or Zechariah or 
even the Apostle Paul, who was 
more than once strengthened by a 
heavenly visitor; or like Peter, 
who was led from his prison in the 
night. 

With what eagerness must an- 
gels observe all the doings of men! 
In some strange way they partake 
of the love of Christ for us. They 
join in the rejoicing in the pres- 
ence of God over one sinner that 
repents (Luke 15:7, 10). They 


seemed to glory in revealing to 
the shepherds on the hillside that 
a Saviour was born! 

Angels, then, must be profound- 
ly moved and influenced by what 
they see among men. They cer- 
tainly observe us when we pray. 
They carry our messages to God. 
So when a woman prays she should 
have on her head long hair for a 
covering, a symbol of her sub- 
mission to authority. 

I remind you that angels may 
sin. Isaiah 14:12-17 tells how Sa- 
tan was once an angel, Lucifer, 
and how he fell from his high place 
because of sin. Jesus said, “I be- 
held Satan as lightning fall from 
heaven” (Luke 10:18). Other an- 
gels that sinned are now reserved 
in darkness awaiting judgment (II 
Peter 2:4). It is possible, then, 
that one disobedient hearted, re- 
bellious wife who wears bobbed 
hair might inspire angels to rebel 
against God! What a _ horrible 
thought that is, and yet the Bible 
plainly says that a woman should 
observe this command to have a 
covering of long hair on her head, 
a symbol of power or authority 
“because of the angels!” 


Not many symbols or ceremonies 
are commanded in the New Testa- 
ment. Baptism pictures the burial 
and resurrection of Jesus and the 
sinner’s death to sin and his resur- 
rection to a new life. The Lord’s 
Supper pictures the broken body 
and shed blood of Jesus which we 
are to remember until He comes 
again. Here is another New Tes- 
tament symbol commanded for 
Christians. Men should wear short 
hair and women long hair, symbol- 
izing their proper place in the will 
of Christ. 


Excuses For Bobbed Hair 


Many excuses are given by 
women who wear bobbed hair in 
violation of the Bible command. 
Some I have heard mentioned are: 


1. That bobbed hair is more 
comfortable, cooler. 

2. That it takes more time to 
care for long hair. 

3. That long hair makes a wom- 
an look odd, different, or old- 
fashioned. 

4. That long hair causes head- 
ache. 

One simple and effective answer 
to these excuses is that women did 
not offer any of them as long as 
it was fashionable to have long 
hair. If it took longer time to 
comb long hair, women did it with- 
out complaint, so long as that was 
the style, just as bobbed haired 
women spend hours getting sham- 
poos, tints, marcels, and permanent 
waves. After all, that is just an 
excuse and not a reason. It takes 
time for women to paint their 
faces, color their finger nails and 
toe nails and do other things that 
they think, poor dears, will make 
them beautiful. But they do them 
very cheerfully, so long as it is the 
style! 

As long hair is somewhat war 
er in the summer time, so is it 
warmer to wear shoes than to go 
barefooted and to wear clothes 
than to join nudist colonies and 
yet we prefer whatever discomfort 
is necessary to decency and good 
taste. The discomfort of long hair, 
I dare say, is no worse than the 
discomfort of having faces lifted, 
having eye brows plucked, reduc- 
ing exercises, and diets, and a thou- 
sand other things that bobbed 
haired women do, trying to stay 
in style and be, as they think, at- 
tractive. No, really, women do not 
bob their hair to be comfortable. 
That is an excuse that bobbed 
haired women give for doing what 
they want to do, not a reason for 
doing that which they cannot 
avoid. Women with long hair, I 
admit, may appear a little old- 
fashioned beside the bobbed hair of 
worldly women. Also it is old- 
fashioned not to paint, old-fash- 
ioned not to smoke, old-fashioned 
not to pet, old-fashioned not to en- 
joy mixed bathing parties with

The revival at Hammond, Indi- 
ana, in the Pine Street Presbyteri- 
an Church closed Friday night, 
February 23, with a blessed service. 
The pastor’s wife said that over 
700 were counted in the audience, 
packing the church auditorium, 
Sunday school auditorium, aisles, 
platform and other available space. 
There were ten or eleven profes- 
sions of faith in the closing serv- 
ices. Brother Davis, the Sunday 
school superintendent and helper 
in the inquiry room, reported that 
he had the names of more than 100, 
I believe, who had made profes- 
sions during the revival services. 
I estimate that between thirty and 
forty of these were heads of fam- 
ilies, married men, who were glo- 
riously saved, By standing vote on 
two different occasions, the entire 
congregation joined Pine Street 
Presbyterian Church, and pastor, 
Rev. Thomas J. Hueston, in an in- 
vitation that the evangelist return 
this fall.

very little clothes and very little 
restraint. Really it is old-fashioned 
to pray, old-fashioned to believe 
the Bible, old-fashioned to follow 
the commands of the Bible instead 
of the dictates of modern style. 
I agree that long hair may make a 
woman look different. But I was 
much impressed with a young 
woman in Oklahoma City who 
came to me with tears, declaring 
she had intended to let her hair 
grow and to leave off the paint 
she had been using. She said, 
“Brother Rice, I know I am not 
like worldly, unsaved women on 
the inside. Why should I look like 
them on the outside?” I believe 
she was right. I believe that Chris- 
tian women should prefer to wor- 
ship God instead of worshipping 
style, that they ought to look like 
Christians instead of looking like 
worldlings. There are no good rea- 
sons for women who love God and 
believe the Bible to go contrary to 
its plain teachings on this ques- 
tion. 


lf Any Be Contentious 


The inspired apostle closes this 
passage, in First Corinthians 11: 
3-16, with these words, “But if 
any man seem to be contentious, 
we have no such custom, neither 
the churches of God.” Some con- 
tended then that bobbed hair for 
women did not matter. But Paul 
answered back that no such cus- 
tom would be allowed in any of the 
churches anywhere in New Testa- 
ment times. Some preachers fool- 
ishly pass the question by as a 
joke and say that it is simply a 
matter of custom. Here Paul plain- 
ly says that no woman should be 
permitted to change the custom. 
The custom is based on the fun- 
damental natures of man and wom- 
an and their relation to God. Since 
God does not change, nor Christ, 
nor the sex natures of man and 
woman, then this custom should 
never be changed that Christian 
women certainly ought to wear 
long hair. Let this then be a mark 
of the saved woman, the obedient 
Bible Christian who longs for God 
to hear her when she prays and 
wants to have the glory that goes 
with long hair. 
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perhaps, before turning the pulpit 
over to the new pastor, Dr. Robert 
J. Wells, will be tonight (Wednes- 
day, February 28th). The love and 
fellowship of these dear people will 
gladden my heart wherever I go. 
How I thank God that He has pro- 
vided them with a strong, conse- 
crated pastor, who will lead them 
onward in the same path the, 
church has travelled since begin- 
ning doctrinally and in standards 
of separation.

P. B. Chenault’s 
Ministry Continues 


“For my thoughts are not 
your thoughts, neither are 
your ways my ways, saith the 
Lord. For as the heavens are 
higher than the earth, so are 
my ways higher than your 
ways, and my thoughts than 
your thoughts” (Isa, 55:8, 9). 
With the sudden home-going of 

the Rev. P. B, Chenault last April 
first many hearts were saddened, 
and the usual expression of his 
friends was “What an untimely 
end!”’ However his life has con- 
tinued in the hearts of literally 
hundreds, and there shall yet be 
many who shall rise up to call him 
‘“blessed.”’ 

In April, 1939, the Rev. Harold 
B, Street, close friend of Mr. Che- 
nault and president of the Water- 
loo Bible Institute, suggested that 
a memorial fund be raised and in- 
vested in interests that were very 
dear to the heart of our departed 
brother. Mrs. Chenault heartily 
agreed and cooperated fully. Ac- 
cordingly, several memorial serv- 
ices were conducted, letters sent 


to his radio audience, some of his 
former classmates at the Moody 
Bible Institute and a few of his 
ministerial friends. The Fund was 
completed in January with over 
$4,500.00 having been sent in. 


The P. B. Chenault Memorial 
Fund Advisory Committee met on 
January fourth and disbursed this 
fund; $1,000.00 was voted for the 
Moody Bible Institute to go into 
the new Torrey-Grey Auditorium, 
for which project Brother Chenault 
had hoped the Alumni Association, 
of which he was president, might 
raise $10,000.00 during 1939. The 
balance of the fund was voted for 
the Sudan Interior Mission, the 
largest faith mission at work in 
Africa, and under which society 
Mr. and Mrs. Chenault had hoped 
to go out. Twenty-five hundred 
dollars of this amount was to go 
to establish a new mission station 
and Bible distribution center in an 
area, which according to the 
British tax returns, embraces a 
population of 1,800,000. There had 
never been a gospel testimony in 
all this great area. The balance 
of the Fund was designated for the 
support of the workers on this 
new station, 


Two days after the Advisory 
Committee had disbursed the Fund, 
a cable from Nigeria asking if 
there might not be some possible 
manner whereby $2,500.00 could be 
sent on for the opening of this new 
station and Bible distribution cen- 
ter at Sokoto, in northwestern 
Nigeria. The money was immedi- 
ately cabled and within ten days - 
work started on the station, and 
within a little over thirty days 
things were in readiness for the 
occupation of the missionaries and 
the work really started. Praise 
He is faithful! 

Is it not a glorious prospect to 
think that until our Lord’s return, 
souls from dark Africa shall be 
greeting dear “P. B.” in the glory

him that runneth, but of God that 
showeth mercy.” “Being born 
again not of corruptible seed, but 
of incorruptible, by the word of 
God, which liveth and abideth for 
ever” (I Pet. 1:23). 

There were two famous preach- 
ers in New York City many years 
ago, I won’t mention their names. 
One preached a sermon one Sun- 
day morning in which he used an 
illustration trying to show what he 
thought regeneration was. He said, 
“Here is a beautiful picture. It 
has been hanging on the wall of 
some great home for.a long, long 
time, and has been sadly neglected 
until you can hardly distinguish the 
features and facts of the picture 
it is so covered with grime and 
cobwebs. Then someone comes in 
and takes that picture off the wall 
and brushes it good. After he has 
brushed all the dirt off that is pos- 
sible, then he takes soap and water 
and rubs and scrapes it until the 
whole thing is fresh again and the 
picture is seen in all its detail.” 
And he said that was regenera- 
tion. But it wasn’t. 

The next Sunday the other great 
preacher preached on regeneration. 
He took hold of this illustration 
and followed it so far as he could, 
and then said, “Listen, friends, do 
you know what you would have to 
do with that picture if you were 
using that as an illustration of the 
heart of man? You would have to 
take the old dirty thing out of the 
frame and put in a new one! That 
is regeneration.” And I tell you, 
dear friend, it is. The only thing 
God can do with your old black 
dirty heart is to set it aside. God 
Says, “I will create in you a new 
heart.” That is what the Holy 
Spirit does. It is a new creation. 

Here is the proof of it. The old 
things are passed away and, be- 
hold, all things have become new; 
We are born again. That new cre- 
ation is by the blood of Jesus 
Christ. Precious this is. And do 
we know today that we are new 
creatures in Him? Here is the 
evidence of it — the love of the 
old things has passed away; the 
old desires, old delights, old aims 
and ambitions and all things have 
become new and He has put a new 
song in our mouth, even praise 
unto our God. He has put new de- 
sires in our hearts, our affections 
are set on things above, and not 
on things beneath. He gives new 
aims and new ambitions in life. 
Paul said, “To me to live is Christ 
and to die is gain.” 

There was an old Highland man 
who wert by the name of “Old 
John” in Scotland. He was quite 
a character. Everybody knew him 
in the community where he lived. 
“Old John” was a word that had 
become a proverb. He was old in 
more senses than one! He was old 
in sin and old in evil indulgences. 
But there came a time in his ex- 
perience when he heard the glad 
tidings that Christ died for the 
sins of all and if he would but 
take His as his Saviour, He would 
make him a new creature. And 
that old wearied, burdened heart 
not only heard the glad message, 
but he opened his heart and let 
the Lord Jesus Christ come in. A 
few days after he was saved, he 
was walking along the road and 
an old friend saw him and cried 
out, “Hi, Old John!” 

The old man paid no heed, but 
kept walking on. 

A second time and in a still 
louder voice his friend cried, “Hi, 
Old John!” 

Still he paid no heed. At that 
time and louder still the friend 
* eried, “HI, OLD JOHN! WHAT'S 
THE MATTER?” 

Turning around, he said, “Old 
John is dead; I am New John!” 

I tell you, dear friend, it is a

Have these old things really passed 
away in my experience?” Oh, my 
beloved friends, so many today are 
still hankering and hungering after 
the fleshpots of Egypt. Let us go 
forth without the camp bearing His 
reproach. Dare you ever go back 
to the world for your enjoyment, 
casting reflection on Christ and 
tacitly confessing that your Sav- 
iour cannot satisfy? But He does 
satisfy the longing heart, and no 
one but Christ can satisfy. 

“Now none but Christ can 

satisfy, 

None other name for me; 

There’s love and life and last- 

ing joy, 

Lord Jesus, found in Thee.” 

A new life. Blessed be God, a 
life that shall never end!” He that 
hath the Son hath the life, and he 
that hath not the Son, hath not the 
life.” 

Last of all, there is the privi- 
lege. I want you to dwell upon 
this: “If any man — if any man—” 
that is the only condition, dear 
friend, that you feel your need. If 
you are a man or woman out of 
Christ today and you will, “if any 
man-—’’ just as the Saviour stood 
in that last great day of the feast 
and cried, “If any man thirst, let 
him come unto me and drink.” Oh, 
how wonderful is the offer of 
God’s mercy to us, even though we 
have soaked ourselves and sunk 
ourselves in sin, though we have 
been rebels against Him and have 
been blasphemers and persecuters. 
You today who are listening in, 
though the past of your life has 
been one of revolt and rebellion, it 
means you.

the manner of all the earth: Come, 
let us make our father drink wine, 
and we will lie with him, that we 
may preserve seed of our father. 
And they made their father drink 
wine that night; and the firstborn 
went in, and lay with her father; 
and he perceived not when she lay 
down, nor when she arose. And it 
came to pass on the morrow, that 
the firstborn said unto the young- 
er, Behold, I lay yesternight with 
my father: let us make him drink 
wine this night also: and go thou 
in, and lie with him, that we may 
preserve seed of our father. And 
they made their father drink wine 
that night also: and the younger 
arose and lay with him: and he 
perceived not when she lay down, 
nor when she arose. Thus were 
both the daughters of Lot with 
child by their father’ (Gen. 19: 
30-36).

Important Facts About Wine 
In the Bible 


Wine in the Bible refers to 
grapejuice, whether fermented or 
unfermented. There is no other 
word, either in the Hebrew of the 
Old Testament or in the Greek of 
the New Testament to designate 
grapejuice than those for wine. 
Grapejuice is called wine as soon 
as it comes out the press (Prov. 
3:10). 

As a result, the word wine in the 
Bible does not always refer to in- 
toxicating liquor. It certainly was 
not intoxicating wine that Jesus 
made as recorded in John the sec- 
ond chapter when he turned the 
water into wine at the wedding of 
Cana. 

It was not intoxicating wine that 
Paul recommended to Timothy for 
his weak stomach (I Tim. 5:23) 
but simply grapejuice which doc- 
tors now sometimes prescribe for 
the same purpose. _ 

The Bible does not indicate that 
intoxicating wine was used for the 
Lord’s Supper. It is never called 
wine in the Bible. However, but 
“the fruit of the vine’’ (Matt. 25: 
29) or “the cup.” 

The Bible does not contradict It- 
self. If “wine is a mocker and 
strong drink is raging” in one part 
of the Bible, you may be sure that 
God does not recommend that same 
kind of wine in another part of the 
Bible. 

See that drinking people have a 
chance to read these verses from 
the Word of God which show the 
awful results of liquor.
